Spain to Cuba, with the exception of 
two first-class passengers, were res- 
cued from the British steamer Lugano, 
ashore on the Ajax reef off the Flori- 
da coast, by the tug Rescue this aft- 
ernoon. 

Tonight the passengers, muttering 
thanks in their language for their de- 
livery from the peril that confronted 
them, were lang@ed here by the tug. 
All of the passengers have been 
housed in buildings along the docks, 
cots having been obtained for them 
prior to the arrival of the tug Rescue. 

Transfer of the passengers from the 
ill-fated Lugano to the Rescue, acting 
temporarily as an ambulance of the 
sea, was effected {n two hours, small 
boats being used. Of the passengers 
rescued twelve were women, fifteen 
children and the remaining eighty- 
nine men. 

It was 1:30 o'clock this morning 
when the Lugano suddenly struck the 
reef. Captain Penwill immediately re- 
alized the position of the vessel was 
serious. Distress rockets sent into the 
air told of the accident, but no an- 
swering signal came. The wireless 
sputtered its fateful S. O. 8S. across 
the waters, but vainly waited for «an 
answer through the early morning 
hours, while day was breaking. 

Finally the fateful message of the 
British ship was picked up by the 
United States wireless station here. At 
the same time it was intercepted by 
the tug Reseue, bound for this port. 
The latter vessel immediately put out 
for the Lugano and had succeeded in 
reaching her passengers before ad- 
ditional tugs, sent from here, arrived 
at the scene. 

The British steamer Howth Head is 
also ashore off Molasses reef tonight. 
The United States revenue ‘cutter 
Miami is standing by the ship and 
giving assistance. The Howth Head 
is reported to be leaking badly. 

The Howth Head is from Talboi, 
Wales, and is carrying no cargo or 
Kev West wreckers have 
gone to Molasses reef, prepared to 
stand by during the night.

FLOATING IN LAKE 


Body of Prominent Insurance 


Man Discovered in :Lake- 
wood Park by Two Young 
Boys Sunday Morning. 


SUDDENLY DISAPPEARED 
FROM OFFICE SATURDAY 


Friends Believe That He Was 
Driven to Suicide by Con- 
tinued IJ] Health—Inquest 
Is Held by Coroner. 


Fully clad, even to his heavy woolen 
overcoat. a crushed alpine hat and nose 
glasses, the body of George L. DeGant 
general manager of the Home Friendly 
society, who mysteriously disappeared 
early Saturday morning, was found in 
2 feet of water in the lake at Lake- 
wood park Sunday at noon. 

He had been dead for many hours. 
Apparently, he had been drowned 
about 10 o'clock on the morning of 
his disappearance. The body was seen 
floating in the lake at 12 o’clock Sat- 
urday noon Dy county 
thought it wae a log.

Ill Health the Only Cause. 

DeGant was about 65-years old. He 
had been a resident of Atlanta for the 
Past twenty-five years. He was found- 
er 6f the insurance company of which 
he was general manager, and was well 
known in business circles. His finan- 
cial affairs are straight, according to 
a statement from officials of the com- 
pany, and there were no personal busi- 
ness reverses to cause the act. 

General il] health and constant suf- 
fering from kidney trouble are be 
lieved to have caused temporary ab- 
beration. On the night preceding his 
disappearance he was suffering pain, 
and slept lttle, if any. 

After a night of suffering, 
arose early 
dawn, 
customary 
breakfast, came uptown. 
three months he had been residing 
with the family of Policeman Y. 
len, at 253 Courtland street. 

Coming to hie offices at No. 
Austell] building, he set his affairs 
order for the day’s business, 
placed his Keys in the 
office safe.

Nothing is Known of what he did 
or where he went, from the time he 
bade goodby to the elevator boy in the 
Austell building until the discovery of 
his body. A man answering -his de- 
scription, however, caught a Lake- 
wood trolley car about 8:30 o’clock and 
rode to the end of the NMne. 

When DeGant failed to appear at his 
office late in the day, or at the Allen 
home at night, grave fears were felt 
for his safety. Mr. Allen and mem- 
bers of the missing man’s office force 
police headquarters, anda 
general alarm was sent out. A de- 
tail of detectives were assigned. to 
carry On the search.

men in Georgia, died yesterday morn- 
ing at his residence, 45 Forrest ave- 
nue, following an attack of paralysis 
last Monday. |

dence and the body will be taken to 
Palmetto, Ga., for interment on a 
train leaving here at 2 oclock. The

Leaves Wife and Daughters. 

Mr. Smith is survived by his wife 
and three datighters, Mrs. J. LL Willi- 
ford, Mrs. Ludlow Jordan and Mrs, 
Ww. H. Snelling, and a brother, Dr. 
Lyndon, of Athens. His wife was 
Miss Nannie R. Hobbs, of Owensboro, 
Ky., a noted beauty and daughter of 
one of the oldest and proudest fami- 
lies in that state. 

Mr. Smith came to Atlanta twenty- 
three vears ago from Newnan and en- 
tered law practice here. He was guc- 
cessful in this and also in his ability 
to purchase real estate that later be- 
came exceedingly valuable. From 
these two incomes he amass a for- 
tune that is estimated at considerably 
over $100,000. With his wealth went 
a remarkably simple taste and 
ner of living and much of his money 
was spent in philanthropic work of 
which few outside of his close friends 
ever knew. 

As a man of classical education and 
wide reading he was surpassed by few 
if any Georgians, He was devoted to 
reading the Bible and read it in Greek, 
Latin and French as wel] as Englissa, 
He once stated that he preferred to 
read the French version of the holy 
book and kept a copy of that Bible in 
his office to read from time to time 
during the day. 

Enters War When Student. 

In 1861 Mr. Smith, who at the time 
of his death was nearly 70 years 
old, was a member of the junior class 
at Emory college. In the spring of 
that year he enlisted in the confeder- 
ate army, With practically every stu- 
dent at Oxford. As a member of the 
Seventh Georgia regiment he did 
valiant service for the south. 

At the close of the war he entered 
the University of Virginia, where he 
graduated in law. ¢There he was one 
of the founders of the Alpha Tau 
Omega fraternity, and during his life- 
time took an active interest in the 
order. 

His scholarship and talents soon 
made him a notable figure among a 
company of men, which included the 
late Henry W. Grady and others after- 
wards distinguished. At the University 
of Virginia he took every medal and 
prize offered for debate as he had done 
while he was a student at Emory. Soon 
after the war, when Emory was re- 
organized, the class of 1862, of which 
he had been a member, was given their 
degrees by action of the trustees.

ANNA ILD DENES 
WRITING THE LETTER 


On Which Vatican Court Based 
Annulment of Her Marriage 
to Count de Castellane. 


Paris, March 9.—The Dutchess De 
Talleyrand, formerly Anna Gould, in 
an interview today, said that the judz- 
ment of the vatican court annulling 
her marriage with Count Boni De Cas- 
tellane, based on a letter in which she 
is alleged to have declared her in- 
tention to remain a protestant so as 
to be able to obtain a divorce if neces- 
Sary, had caused her great surprise. 
She was certain, she said, she had 
never written guch a letter and en- 
tered a strong protest against the 
trial of the case, of which she had no 
notice and therefore was unable to 
secure counsel or refute the allega- 
tions. 

Count De Castellane was asked re- 
garding the points raiged by the 
Dutchess De Talleyrand, but he re- 
fused to discuss “phases ‘of the trial 
judgment, which became known only 
through some indiscretion.” He said 
he was astonished that the letter of 
the Dutchess was produced at the 
trial, and denied that the vatican pro- 
ceedings had been taken s0 as to en- 
able him to marry ean American heir- 
ess, 


HUERTA GOVERNMENT 
CLAIMS IMPROVEMENT 


Mexico City, March 9.—The gituation 
throughout #the republic, outside of 
the states of Coahuila and Sonora, has 
shown improvement during the past 
week. Zapatista outrages, thouwch stil] 
.reported from time to time, have oc- 
curred with less frequency and, while 
Zapata himself is still keeping under 
cover, there is reason to belleve that 
he is still at least in a receptive mood. 

The government emissaries who 
went to confer with Zapata in an at- 
tempt to find a basis for his surrender 
have not vet reported. In the mean- 
time several hundred men who were 
currently believed to be operating un- 
der his general command have laid 
down their arms, 

The solution of the Orozquista prob- 
lem appears to have been found. Con- 
ditions throughout Chihuahua are pro- 
mising and a number of former rebels 
in that state are offering their aid 
for the suppression of disorders in 
sonora and Coahuila. 

Antonia Herrera, the rebel chief who 
has been operating for months in the 
State of Zacatecas, has sent a letter 
to the war minister, General Mon- 
dragon, saying that he and his men 
are ready to yield as soon as they are 
assured of the passage by congress 
of the amnesty law. 

Indicative of the suspicion which is 
holding back many rebels who would 
otherwise doubtless be willing to quit 
the field, part of the command of 
(“hecho Campos, formerly with Orozco 
around Torreon, but now supporting 
the administration, have refused to 
entrain for Monclova, declaring their 
belief that thig is a trick to bring 
them to the national capital for pun- 
ishment. These rebels were willing 
to proceed on foot to take up the 
campabzn against the Carranzistas but 
would not trust themselves to trains. 

Railroad and telegraphic communi- 
cation is gradually being restored. The 
telegraph line was in operation today 
to Juarez. It is announced at the rail- 
road offices that rail communication 
will be re-established tomorrow direct 
to Monterey.

Sir Wilfrid 
replied by offering an amendment to 
the bill providing for “the speedy or- 
ganization of a Canadian naval service 
in co-operation with and in close re- 
lation to the imperial navy as a sub- 
stitute for the government proposal to 
appropriate $35,000,000 for the purpose 
of immediately increasing the effective 
naval forces of the empire.” On this 
amendment the opposition members of 
the house balked without cessation un- 
til adjourning.

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TAXING POOR MEN’S TABLES. 


The recent controversy in congress over 
the manner in which the government ought 
to’ collect the tax on colored oleomargarine, 
‘ directs .attention newly to the injustice of 
; the present impost on that food product. 
3 Oleomargarine that may be artificially col- 
ored, and despite the fact that it is brand- 
ed as such and is inspected by the gov- 
ernment, must pay a tax of ten cents a 
pound. Oleomargarine that is not artifi- 
cially colored is taxed only one-fourth of a 
cent a pound. Artificially colored or reno- 
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? vated butter which may be incomparably 
less pure than oleomargarine pays no tax 
at all. 


The discrimination here shown is in it- 

self indefensible, if it worked no other 
harm. But it actually works to the detri- 
ment of people of moderate means. Oleo- 
margarine is a perfectly pure and whole- 
some food product, as is testified by num- 
bers of government and unofficial experts. 
It is always branded as such, so that there 
is not the slightest danger of the pur- 
chaser being misled. Yet when the manu- 
facturers follow the procedure of most of 
the buttermakers and cater to popular 
taste by coloring their product, they must 
at once face an almost prohibitive tax of 
ten cents per pound. 
Es The tax is. of course, passed right on 
to the consumer. The effect is to increase 
the cost of living to the class now suf- 
fering most from the general exactions of 
that problem. The south has a specific 
interest in the matter, inasmuch as cot- 
ton seed oil, one of the most approved of 
southern products, is one of the foremost 
ingredients in oleomargarine. Several bills 
have been introduced in congress looking 
to the withdrawal of the Once or 
twice they have come near enactment, only 
to be defeated by the combined efforts of 
the butter int@rests. .

Associated cables report that the French 
aviator, Guillaux, recently attained a sus- 
tained speed of 118 miles an hour. In itself 
the feat challenges credulity, it is so sudden 
a jump from the already staggering records 
set by other aviators, both in this country 
and the old world. 

Some conception of. the terrific gait at 
which Gillaux went can be gained when one 
remembers that had his aeroplane been able 
to maintain the pace he could have covered 
the distance from Atlanta to New York in 
approximately seven and a half hours—less, 
probably, since the 800-odd miles separating 
the two cities by railroad is far from being 
an air-line such as an aeroplane is capable 
of taking. 

The possibilities suggested «by the 
achievement are many. Should the airship 
ever be developed commercially to such a 
stage as to be able to sustain such wonder- 
ful speed, it would revolutionize transpor- 
tation. A journey across our own conti- 
nent would become simply a pleasant over- 
night jaunt. Oceanic traffic would be vast-, 
ly simplified. Transfer of mails would be 
radically readjusted. Business throughout. 
the world would be transacted at a saving 
not easily estimated. 

These developments may not, of course, 
come for a decade, if they. come at all. But 
considering the marvelous evolution of the 
steam engine and the automobile, in the 
face of skepticism, and the no less mar- 
velous evolution of the aeroplane itself since 
the Wright brothers made their first feeble 
flight at Kittyhawk, he would be bold who 
would write the word “impossible” after 
such a prophecy. In an age wherein science 
works actual miracles scoffing is a danger- 
ous profession. 
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WHY JAPAN. WON’T FIGHT. 


Any jingo who still nurses the lingering 
belief that Japan wants to engage in a war 
with the United States or any other power 
has only to observe ‘a recent Associated 
Press cable from Tokio. It was therein 
stated that the finance minister of the 
empire has just informed the law-making 
body that the country is urgently in need 
of a foreign loan of $150,000,000. From the 
financial point of view alone, therefore, 
peace is tolerably well assured in Dai Nip- 
pon for some years to come. ‘ 


It has long been known among well in- 
formed diplomats that the finances of Japan 
were in a tangled condition. Despite her 
apparent gains from the war with Russia, 
she has never fully recovered from the ef- 
fects of that struggle. Immediately follow- 
ing its close, there began an era of internal 
expansion which has tested the resources of 
the nation. The tax rate has _ steadily 
soared, and is causing widespread 
grumbling. In addition, domestic political 
as evidenced by the current 
riots, are absgrbing the ingenuity of the 
politicians of the empire.

Our social reformers have a wonder- 
ful way of manufacturing fifty fresh vices 
in the pretense of suppressing one.

tion. I was told by a friend who had trav- 
eled in what the Americans call “a dry state’”’ 
that his innocent request for a glass of 
whisky in a hotel had been answered by 
radiant and animated directions as to where 
he could find “the hat room.” His first feel- 
ing was that the hat room was the head- 
quarters of the Mad Hatter, who evidently 
ran the hotel. His second was a dim specu- 
lation as to how whisky tasted when drunk 
out of a hat. At last it occurred to him 
that “hat room” was American for what we 
commonly call “cloak room”; but even then 
he could not imagine what it had to do 
with whisky. He soon found out; for every- 
thing was quite ready, and the custom was 
clearly in full swing. In the cloak room 
were stored a number of strapped trunks 
and suit cases labeled in the names of vari- 
ous fictitious American citizens and crammed 
with bottles of beer,’ wine or spirits. From 
these he was handsomely regaled; and the 
trunk was then strapped up again, so that 
if the police entered that temple of abstinence 
the management could profess ignorance of 
the contents of luggage left in its charge.

New News of Yesterday 
How Ex-Postmaster General James Con- 
fates the Biographers. : 


By E. J. Edwards.

This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events 
and personalities of the past have been col- 
lected by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty 
years of more or less intimate acquaintance 
with many of the country’s leaders since the 


civil war. Each anecdote or incident is 
fresh from Mr. Edwards’ notebook, and, 
either in whole or in part, it constitutes 
NEW NEWS OF YESTERDAY, garnered 


from the men who made the news—the his- 
tory—or from equally authoritative sources. 
As important contributions of the “human 
interest” sort to American history, these ar- 
ticles have a distinctive value all their own. 


“Do you remember whether Peggy O'Neill 
died the year when you were serving as 
postmaster general in the cabinet of Presi- 
dent Garfield and President Arthur?” 

I asked this question of ex-Postmaster 
General Thomas L. James because I had been 
informed that he was acquainted with the 
famous Peggy O'Neill, 
who was the wife of 
Major Eaton, of Presi- 
dent Jackson’s cabinet, 
and the center of a 
“battle of dames,” which 
disrupted that cabinet. 

Peggy O'Neill was a 
beautiful girl, born at 
Washington, where her 
father was a reputable 
innkeeper. It was her 
early associations as a 
tavern keeper's daugh- 
ter that caused the la- 
dies of President Jack- 
son’s cabinet to refuse 
to recognize her social- 
ly. Jackson was aman 
of great courtesy, espe- 
cially in the refinement 
and delicacy of his consideration for women. 
For that reason he took Peggy O'’Neill’s part. 

“lI do not now recall] the exact date of 
Peggy O’Neill’s death,” was General James’ 
reply, “but I know it must have occurred 
some months after I became postmaster gen- 
eral, although I have recently read a bio- 
graphical sketch of Peggy O'Neill, which 
states that she died in the year 1879. 

“There is no social event in which I par- 
ticipated/ while I was postmaster general 
that left such a vivid impression on my mind 
as the first reception given by Mrs. James 
after we went to Washington. She received 
in the parlors of the Arlington hotel. We 
were guests of that hotel for some months. 

“About an hour before the time fixed for 
the reception a card was brought to my 
wife’s room, and upon reading it she went 
herself to greet the lady whose name was 
engraved upon it. She was Peggy O'Neill. 
Mrs..James had some years earlier formed a 
very pleasant acquaintance with her and for 
that reason the greeting was especially cor- 
dial. 

“Pegzy O'’Nelill—to call her by the name 
by which she was best known—was, when 
she called upon Mrs. James, dressed simply 
and yet elegantly. Her gown was of hand- 
some, heavy black silk, richly trimmed around 
the neck with lace. She was a little woman, 
as I remember her. Although about 80 years 
of age, her dark eyes were sparkling with 
humor, vivacity and intelligence. 

‘Mrs. James said to her: ‘You come ata 
most opportune time. In an hour I hold my 
first reception as a cabinet lady. I am to be 
assisted by the wives of two senators. I 
want you to stand with me and with them 
and aid me in receiving our guests.’ 

“The little woman hesitated a moment, 
and then she burst into tears, sobbing for a 
few moments convulsively.

WAS GEORGE MONK 
TRAITOR OR PATRIOT? 


Few characters in English history led a 
more romantic life than did George Monk. 
He must have been an unusually clever man 
to have performed all the tricks of the 
traitor, not once, but over and over again, 
and yet go down into history as a king- 
maker. With no sense of right or justice, 
Monk, almost throughout his whole public 
life, flopped from one side to the other as he 
felt that his interest could be best furthered. 
It would seem that such a man would 
eventually meet his Waterloo, but not so 
with Monk, for his country hailed him as a 
hero, and, for placing him on the throne 
through treachery, Charles IJ. made him 
Duke of Albemarle and the royalists voted 
him a pension of $25,000 a year, and he was 
appointed the commander-in-chief of the 
English army. 

This same Monk as a boy was driven out 
of England for breaking its laws. He went 
to the continent, and his ambitions soon 
brought him into prominent fields where he 
could gain the much-coveted notoriety which 
seemed to be his greatest ambition. His 
craftiness was ever accompanied by fearless- 
ness. This was displayed in his rapid ad- 
vancement in the wars of Spain and later in 
the Netherlands. But in 1638, having clashed 
with the Dutch authorities, he sought refuge 
in his native country, where his name was 
not remembered as the youthful lawbreaker, 
but as the successful soldier of fortune. 

His military exploits across the channel 
won for him at home the appointment of 
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colonel in the armies of Charles I. He won. 
the approval of his royal master by the way 
he crushed out an insurrection in Scotland 
and later in Ireland. But parliament rose 
against the king, and Monk flopped over and 
Was even accused of having been a ring- 
-leader of the rebels. He was arrested by 
Charles, but he was able to convince him 
that he was falsely accused. But parliament 
won the war, a condition he had not counted 
as likely, and he was rearrested for having 
forsaken them, and this time he was com- 
pelled to pass three years in prison for his 
treachery. 

But the parliamentary army, though 
strong in numbers, lacked leadership, and 
consequently, although they recognized his 
character, they released Monk, and he soon 
rose high in the parliamentary service. 4 
Eventually he became second in command to 
Oliver Cromwell. Says a historian: ‘He had 
but one interest, that of George Monk. And 
to secure that interest he labored.” 

Monk no doubt recognized that Cromwell 
was old and that there would be trouble 
upon his death, so he remained steadfast to 
him until he was gone and his son succeeded 
him. Monk recognized that Richard Crom- 
well would not be able long to hold the 
parliamentary party together, and he felt 
that now the time of uncertainty for which 
he had waited so long had arrived. 

The son of Charles I., the rightful heir 
to the throne when the country would be- 
come tired of being ruled by parliament 
rather than a king, was living on the conti- 
nent. He had for a long time sought to 
gain his father’s throne. His agents, recog- 
nizing the popularity and craftiness of 
George Monk, approached him with bribes. 
He played his game well, and he held out 
until he secured the promise of an immense 
sum to turn traitor again. 

He did not play the part of traitor boldly, 
but secretly, and made preparations at home 
by weakening his army and getting rid of 
all competent leaders. He figured that by 
doing this he would have no trouble in over- 
coming his own forces when the final stroke 
was to be made. The places of these mili- 
tary officers that he discarded he filled with 
others who were favorable to the royalists 
and forced parliament to receive several of 
the dead king’s old adherents. 

When the hour was ripe he deserted to the 
royalists and took his whole army with him. 
With the army and Monk on the side of the iN 
son of Charles I. and parliament packed with 
royalists, the commonwealth could do noth- 
ing but feebly lament the treachery that had 
caused its fall. The England of that period 
applauded him; today they would hang him.

Postmasters are 
more necessary in political headquarters 
than in postoffices, and while gum has been 
sold by machinery for twenty years, the gov- 
ernment still tears off its stamps by hand 
and sells them during banking hours. But 
the mail carrier sustains the department on 
his broad shoulders and carries it forward 
to success by means of his agile and dur- 
able feet. After the hundred thousand dol- 
lar train has brought the souvenir postal 
card to the million-dollar postoffice and the 
five-thousand dollar cancelimg machine has 
stamped on its message in a vital spot, the 
one thousand a year carrier puts it in the 
bosom of the family. He is to the most of 
us the only outward sign of government 
authority. Poor as we are in soldiers and 
bereft of dukes and barons, the gray 
blouse of the perspiring carrier as he brings 
us our morning bale of get-rich-quick litera- 
ture is the only emblem which cheers us 
with the knowledge that the government 
still lives.

President Wilson has announced 
that except in case of emergency ho 
appointments will be made before 
April.

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INSULTED THE WOMEN 


So Speakers at the Indignation’ 
| - Meeting Describe Men Who 
| Spoiled the Parade. 


' Washington, March 9.—Several hu- 


dred men and women gathered here 
this afternoon in a mass meeting to 
protest against the disturbance of the 
suffrage parade on Pennsylvania ave- 
nue last Monday and the conduct of 
he police along the line of march. 
Major Richard Sylvester, superintend- 
ent of police, and his force were critl- 
cised for “mismanagement and incom- 
petence,” and those who interfered 
with the procession were called “brutal 


loafers.” 

The speakers were Senators Clapp, 
of Minnesota; Shrafroth and Thomas, 
of Colorado, and Works, of California; 
Louis D. Brandeis, “Corporal” James 
Tanner and Charlies Edward Russell. 

The greater part of the day’s speech 
making was devoted to arguments in 
favor of suffrage for women and the 
references to last Monday’s trouble 
were largely incidental. 

Senator Clapp assured the audience 
that woman suffrage throughout the 
country was a matter of but a few 


years. 
spectacle,” he said, 


‘Last Monday’s 
“was a sad one. It is a sad thought 


that pure womanhood cannot march 
along the streets of the capital of a 
free nation without insult. The fact 
that Lrutal depraved manhood could 
come to insult American women is 
evidence of the straights to which. the 
evil political system in this country 
has come in its fight against progress. 
I believe last Monday’s episode will 
bring the country to the realization 
that vou cannot league yourself with 
wrong against progress and escape the 
responsibility for the acts of the sub- 
stratum of supporters of wrong.” 

Senatur Thomas told the audience 
that the disorder of Monday marked 
a new point of progress in the suffrage 
campaign. 

“The movement,” he.said, “has pass- 
ed through the stages of ridicule and 
argument and has now reached the 
point where its opponents resort to 
physical opposition. From this point 
it is but a short distance to victory 
and the incident of last Monday will 
goon be forgotten in the blaze of slory 
that will attend the final extension of 
suffrage to women in every state in the 
union.” 

The audience received the suffrage 
arguments of the speakers with en- 
thusiasm and a number of telegrams 
from suffrage leaders all over the 
country protesting against Monday's 
disorder were cheered.

EXPLOSION ON SHIP 
DUE TO COMBUSTION 


Baltimore, March 9.—Although Wil- 
liam J. Bomhardt, assistant foreman 
of the stevedores employed in loading 
the dynamite ship Alum Chine which 
blew up in the lower harbor here Fri- 
day, is under arrest charged with the 
act which caused the disaster, dynamite 
experts still incline to the theory that 
spontaneous combustion in the coal 
bunkers of the vessel caused the dis- 
aster. 

Bomhardt was arrested early this 
morning after Coroner Russell, of the 
eastern police district, had taken the 


statement of Morris Price, a stevedore, 
who said he saw Bomnhardt stick 4a 
bale hook into a box of.dynamite and 
Cause its explosion. The coroner says 
the statement of Price is supported by 
other stevedores who were in the im- 
mediate vicinity. 

Bomhardt denies the use of the bale 
hook, but admits that the hox of dyna- 
mite exploded while he was handling 
it. His theory is that the dynamite which 
had been frozen had blistered and 
that the friction caused by the Llisters 
on two adjoining sticks produced the 
explogion. °* 

Contrasting with these stories are 
the statements of others aboard the 
Alum Chine that they heard no ex- 
plosion whatever before they saw 
smoke and’ flames pouring from the 
hold of the ghip.

Former Secretary Explains Com- 
promise in Oleo Cases—Use of 
Cotton Seed Oil Involved. 


Chicago, March 9%.—Franklin Mac- 
Veagwh, former secretary of the treas- 


-ury, today issued ae statement in which 


th defended his ruling in the oleomar- 
garine prosecutions which resulted in 
the government's acceptance of $123,- 
000 in settlement of alleged frauds 
through which the government, it is 
clajmed, was defrauded of $1,200,000. 

Mr. MacVeagh asserted’ that no in- 
tentional fraud existed in the cases 
and that the settlement was on recom- 
mendation of the bureau of internal 
revenue. 

“As the oleomargarine compromise 
cases have been more or less misun- 
derstood,” he said, “I am quite willing 
to state the facts: E 

“These were not fraud cases. No 
fraud was charged by the government, 
No fraud was committed and no fraud 
therefore was compromised. There are 
oleomargarine cases and oleomargar- 
ine cases. Those of which the public 
hes heard most are fraud cases— 
cases in which the oleomargarine la 
was fraudulently evaded. The cases 
in question, however, are not in that 
category.” 

Outline of the Cases. 


, outline story of these cases 158 
ele: "Tne manufacture of two kinds 
of oleomargarine is permitted by law. 
One kind may be artificially colored, 
as butter and cheese may. This kind 
must pay a tax of ten cents a pound 
The other and usual kind is taxed at 
a quarter of a cent a pound and must 
not be artificially colored. It may 
be naturally colored by the colors 
naturally in its permitted ingredients, 
There is constant effort to obtain na- 
tural color in the permitted ingred- 
jents. This effort is of course an en- 
tirely legitimate enterprise and with- 

w. 

hac panpeni that cotton seed oll] is 
one of the chief ingredients of oleo- 
margarine, and also that this oll, in 
its crude state, ig colored. In the 
process of refining cotton seed oil, 
however, for use in oleomargarine, the 
color has been lost, at least in any 
process not too expensive to be com- 
mercially available. Thu~,the manu- 
facturers are searching ‘ a process 
of refining cotton seed oil by an eco- 
nomical process without losing its 
color. 

“Now, an Ohio chemist claims to 
have invented a method that golves the 
problem, and an oil company in Louis- 
Ville—not an oleomargarine company 
—used this invention and, in 1911, pro- 
duced oil with some color that was 
claimed to be_natural. This oil was 
offered to oleomargarine manufac- 


turers. 
The Oil Was Tested. 


“The oleomargarine people brought 
the oil to the attention of the bureau 
of internal revenue. The oil then was 
tested throughout many weeks by the 
chemical laboratory of the bureau, by 
the laboratories of the oleomargarine 
manufacturers and by private .labora- 
tories. It also was tested for sulphur 
continuously by the bureau of animal 
industry. No one could find any arti- 
ficlal color. 

“Finally the manufacturers of 
oleomargarine connected with these 
cases became apparently so certain of 
the legality of this oil that they be- 
gan to use it with the knowledge of 
the bureau of internal revenue, but 
without the bureau’s final decision. 

“The bureau meant still to keep its 
mind open, but was at the end of its 
resources at the time. The oil had 
thus been openly used in larger or 
smaller quantities for some months 
when the bureau, by new chemical! tin- 
quiries, became satisfied that the oil, 
after all, was artificially colored by 
sulphur. When this was announced 
ali] manufacturers of oleomargarine 
quit using the oll. 

“It must be understood that manu- 


s facturers of oleomargarine were not 


manufacturers of oil. They were mere- 
ly purchasers of it, and knew nothing 
about it which the government did not 
know. It also should be understood 
that the government’s contention that 
the oil is artificially colored is dis- 
puted. 

“The question between 
garine manufacturer and 
of internal revenue was 
fraud. It was a question 
liability. ; 

Never a,Million Involved. 

“The amounts of these compromises, 
totaling $123,000, were proposed by the 
parties after the bureau had decided 
that they could not be released from 
tax liability, and it was found that 
these amounts were all the govern- 
ment’s evidence would enable it to en- 
force, and probably more. The offers 
were for that reason accepted. 

“The reference to a much larger sum 
—gsay, a million dollars—as an amount 
these parties might have been com- 
pelled to pay grew probably out of the 
pro forma claims. There never was a 
real million dollars in the bureau's 
mind. Pro forma claims are like fig- 
ures in suits for damages. 

“One other mistaken impression is 
that the action was an eleventh-hour 
one. The case had been before the de- 
partment for a number of months. It 
reached me ready for approva] in No- 
vember. In December, when I was 
about to approve the settlements, I 
suddenly learned that Judge Landis, 
in the federal court in Chicago, pur- 
posed to take cognizance of cases and 
refer them to a grand jury. 3 

“I withheld my signature purely in 
formal deference to the court. I could 
have approved the settlements at any 
‘time and ended the matter, for these 
cases are administrative and rest with 
the treasury department. 

“I waited, however, a considerable 
time and held the matter open still 
longer to enable a committee of con- 
gress to make an inquiry and report. 
I did not finally act until it was evi- 
den€® that congress would not consider 
the report. 

“So, {instead of hurrying the deci- 
sion, I gave way both to congress and 
the court. 1 was guilty of every form 
of politeness. Finally I acted—acted 
on my own judgment and upon the 
recommendation of the administration 
of the bureau of internal revenue— 
that in ability and character 
has teen excelled.”

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WAGE CONTROVERSY 


Atpitrators Today Take Up Dif- 
ference of 54 Eastern Roads 
and 35,000 Firemen. - 


New York, March 9.—Three mén will 
meet in this city tomorrow to arbi- 
trate under the Erdman law the dif- 
ficulties between fifty-four eastern 
railroads and their 35,000 firemen. Pub- 
lic sessions will be held from day 
to day to hear the evidence presented 
by the parties to the dispute. 

The board, which was named after 
prolonged negotiations between the 
conference committee of managers of 
the roads and a committee represent- 
ing the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen and Enginemen, consigts of 
W. W. Atterbury, vice-president of 
the Pennsylvania railroad; Albert 
Phillips, third vice-president of the 
firemen’s organization, and William L. 
Chambers, of Washington, formerly 
chief justice of the International court 
at Samoa and a member of the Span- 
ish treaty claims commission. Mr. 
Chambers was named by government 
officials, designated in the Erdman act 
as the third or neutral member of 
the .board after the representatives of 
the firemen and the roadg had failed 
to agree upon a man. 

The decision of the board must be 
rendered by April 2 and from it there 
can be no appeal. The dispute has 
been in progress more than a year 
andpwat one time last month, through 
eaters of the two parties to agree 
upon a method of arbitration, threat- 
ened to result in a strike of the fire- 
men of the eastern roads serving a 
territory populated by 50,000,000 peo- 
ple. The firemen had voted almost 
unanimously ih favor of a strike if 
their demand for arbitration by a 
board of three members under. the 
Erdman act was not granted while 
the roads held out for arbitration. by 
a board of six or seven members, 
such as had a few months before ad- 
justed a similar dispute between the 
roads and their engineers. 

At the last moment the committee 
of rallroad managers gave in under 


protest and on February 18 reference 
of the differences to an arbitral boar@a 
under the Erdman law as agreed upon. 

The problem to “be solved by the 
board is essentially one of wages. The 
firemen ask for increases based upon 
the size of the locomotives fired which 
would give them a wage of from $32.40 
to $4 a day of tén hours or less. On 
the heavier engines two firemen are 
demanded. The railroads, while con- 
ceding that the firemen ought to have 
more pay, declare their demands ex- 
cessive and estimate that the increas- 
ed cost to the lines would aggregate 
$9,600,000 a year or 35 per cent of the 
firemen’'s present wages. 

It is expected that the roads will 
seek to demonstrate to the arbitral 
board that something must give way 
if railroad employees are allowed to 
maintain an upward pressure on 
wages while the Interstate Commerce 
Commission keeps freight and passen- 
ger rates down and that if the board 
grants the firemen an increase in 
wages it should recommend to the 
commission proportionate advances in 
rates. The firemen, according to Pres- 
ident Carter, of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen 
will bend their efforts to the task o 
proving their demands for increases 
are justified in themselves regardless 
of what rates the roads are permit- 
ted to charge the public.

Water, superintendent of Mount Sinai 
hospital, after the clinie “Dr. Fried- 
mann has supplied him with specimens 
of the culture,- and clinical observa- 
tions will be made by the public health 
service of Washington. 

“Our special contribution is to admit 
eases of surgical tuberculosis which 
have not been operated on so that the 
government could make a test. The 
cases treated by Dr. Friedmann in the 
hospital tonight were moderately ad- 
vanced, and if anything remarkable 
happens it will surely mean a success- 
ful test of the cure. I believe Dr. Fried- 
mann is sincere in his belief that he 
has found a cure, but as to the out- 
come, time alone will show that. 

Friedmann Going to Canada. 

It was said that no demonstrations 
are to be made tomorrow, as Dr. Fried- 
mann would be busy preparing for his 
Canadian trip,’for which he is to leave 
at night. 

“When I return,” said Dr. Friedmann, 
“I will treat as many patients as there 
are cases charted in the six days from 
now to my return. I shall treat a great 
number of bone and joint cases. Those 
are cases which show results quickly, 
so that they are visible to the eye in a 
short time.” 

Dr. Friedmann 
ceived an invitation
